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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment, received 3/21/07, in which applicant 
amended claims 12-13 and added new claims 16-17. 

Claims 9-1 1 and 14-15 are withdrawn as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or 

other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Claims 1-8, 12-13 and 16-17 are under examination. 

Response to Amendments/ Arguments 

Applicant's arguments and amendments filed 3/21/07 are acknowledged and have been 
fully considered. Any rejection and/or objection not specifically addressed is herein 
withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-8, 12-13 and 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Teagarden et al. (Pub.No. US 2002/01 10561) 

The claimed invention is drawn to a composition comprising one to three bioactive 
agents or specifically, crystalline ceftiofur free acid (GCFA) and one or more modified oils 
selected from corn oil, peanut oil, sesame oil, olive oil, palm oil, safflower oil, soybean oil, 
cottonseed oil, rapeseed oil, sunflower oil, as the liquid carrier and an un-modified liquid carrier 
wherein the ratio by volume of the modified liquid carrier to the unmodified liquid carrier is 
between 0.00001 :99.99999 to less than 0.01 : 99.99. "Modified" is understood to mean a vehicle 
which, through physical, chemical or mechanical means, has been altered as compared to its 
natural (or "non-modified" in the case of synthetic liquid carriers) form such that the modified 
vehicle has an increased level of oxidation products. Modification is accomplished by heat or 
irradiation, among other means. 

Teagarden et al. discloses a composition comprising one or more bioactive agents, 
wherein said bioactive agent is crystalline ceftiofur free acid (CCFA) and a modified liquid 
carrier, wherein the modified liquid carrier includes a modified oil comprising a modified 
vegetable oil wherein said vegetable oil is selected from the group consisting of corn oil, peanut 
oil, sesame oil, olive oil, palm oil, safflower oil, soybean oil, cottonseed oil, rapeseed oil, 
sunflower oil and mixtures thereof wherein the ratio of modified unsaturated oil to saturated, 
non-oxidizing oil is from about 0.01:99.99 to about 90:10 (v/v). The composition wherein a said 
non-modified saturated oil or non-modified non-oxidizing vehicle comprises saturated coconut 
oil. See, i.e., for example, abstract, claims 1, 4, 6-10. 
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The reference is relied upon for the reasons set forth above. If not expressly taught, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the claimed invention was 
made to make result-effective adjustments in conventional working parameters (e.g.,modifying 
the ratios by volume of the liquid carrier to the un-modified liquid carrier ) as a mere matter of 
judicious selection and routine optimization, based upon the beneficial teachings provided by the 
cited reference. See MPEP 2144.05 (II). 

Thus, the claimed invention as a whole is prima facie obvious over the cited reference, 
especially in the absence of evidence to the contrary.
